We  use  a  digger  made  for  this  purpose,  digging 
deep  and  getting  all  of  the  roots.  We  also  dig  the  entire  row  as  we  go,  which 
insures  you  that  you  get  a  grade  of  plants  that  are  far  ahead  of  the  plants 
where  just  the  alleys  and  middles  of  the  rows  are  dug.

This  is  a  grand  new  fruit;  one  we  think  it  will  pay  you  to  try.  They  are  hummers. 
They  have  made  yields  of  2(3,000  pints  to  the  acre  in  California,  and  have  made  big  yields 
in  Alabama  and  Georgia.
